During the vear 1936 4,417 cases, involving 
the welfare of 12,700 children, were dealt 
with by the officials of the National Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, it 
was stated last night by Mrs. Maud Walsh, 
hon. treasurer of the Society, in a radio ap- 
peal for funds. 

Mrs. Walsh stated that year after year the 

Society in this country has been faced with 
an annual deficit approximating £2,700, which 
up to the present has been met by the parent 
body in London. This year, however, the 
London headquarters branch also finds itself 
working against a heavy deficit, and this 
country can no longer expect the relief which 
has been generously given in the past. Con- 
sequently the Irish branch is faced with the 
serious prospect of reducing the number ot 
its inspectors, who have been doing remark- 
able work in the alleviation of suffering since 
the Society began in this country forty-seven 
years ago. 
" Listeners were reminded that the Society, 
which depends entirely on voluntary subscrip- 
tions, is nation-wide in its activity ead Is 
untainted by political or sectarian partiality. 
It employs twenty-six uniformed inspectors, 
who have come to be regarded as the wardens 
of Irish childhood, recalling with tact and 
firmness wayward parents to a sense of their 
responsibility, acting as mediators in domestic 
disagreements, and securing by every means 
their disposal the prevention of cruelty 
and neglect. They also save the State a con- 
siderable amount by ensuring that where 
harmony and peace is impossible in the 
family the maintenance of the children 1s 
shouldered by the responsible guardian.

HE Irish Students’ -Association was 
7 formed early in 1931. Its «het ubiects 
were. tu create among Irish students 
a consciousness of their corporate existence 
by the foundation* of a body similar to that 
which was already in being elsewhere; to 
voice their opinions and to speak in their 
collective name; and to provide means of 
co-operation between 
irish students and 
those of other 
countries by pro- 
motin movements 
abroad of students by 
securing facilities and 
reciprocity with local 
organisations. This 
lrish Students’ Asso- 
Clation has certainly 
attempted to fulfil 
the first part of its 
programme through 
annual congresses, 
local tours,: and the 
entertaining of dele- 
gates from abroad. 
But up to a very 
short time ago, apparently, little effort had 
been made to establish connections with 
European associations, and so this important 
feature of the founders’ intentions had re- 
mained incompleted. However, at the begin- 
ning of the present academic session Miss Susan 
Kemeny, representing the National Union 
of Hungarian students, visited here to crrange 
co operation between the organisations. While 
here she was entertained by Mr. T. U Faolain, 
then editor of our student paper, who did so 
as a representative of the Students’ Council 
of University College. 

Shortly after this the Irish Students’ 
Association founded a travel bureau, with 
Mr. O Faolain as its tirst director. A number 
of weeks ago another delegate from Hungary, 
this time Mr. Vago, came to Ireland, again 
with the intention of strengthening the bonds 
of union previously laid by Miss Kemery. 
He appointed Mr. O faolain Irish representa- 
tive of his union, and so it is in his hands 
that all arrangemet:ts have been left for an 
Irish students’ tov'r to Hungary in the 
summer, I understand that this will be done 
at a greatly reduced cost per caput than 
could have possibly been arranged if it had 
been done through vhe ordinary channels.

It was explained by the proposer 
of the motion, Mr. Alexis F*zGerald, that 
this action was being taken swing to the 
publication in the February uumber of the 
magazine of matter which was considered 
not to be in proper sympathy with the 
student opinion which the magazine pro- 
fessed to represent.

A YEAR’S SUPPLIES 


Smithfield Market, it is stated, is probably 
feeding nearer nine million to-day owing to 
mproved metor transport facilities. 

Supplies dealt with during the year were :— 
448,738 tons of beef and veal; 134,927 tons of 
mutton and lamb; 50,085 tons of pork and 
bacon: and 55,489 tans of poultry and other 
supplies. 

Beef and mutton constituted 81.7 per cent. 
bas supplies, as agaiust 82.1 per cent. in 


How dependent the 9,000,000 people of 
London are upon overseas countries for their 
supply of meat is shown by these facts: 

e supplies sige pote in Britain and 
Treland available for London are only sufficient 
to provide Londoners with a weekly ration of 
3.7 ozs. of beef, 2.8 ozs, of mutton and lamb, 
and 3.0 ozs. of pork, 


DOMINION EXPORTS 


The Dominions provide weekly 3.1° ozs. of 
heef, 7.4 ozs. of mutton and lamb, 1.1 ozs. 
of peek and foreign countries 14.5 ozs. of 
beef, 1.5 ozs. of mutton and lamb, and 0.3 
ozs. of pork per head. 

“This densely populated corner of the 
British Isles,’ states the report, “ depends 
for 74.2 per cent. of its beef, mutton, lamb 
and pork requirements on overseas countries, 
ranging up to several thonsands of miles 
away. Is this a safe policy 7?” 

To maintain the year’s meat supplies 
1,000,000 bullocks and calves, 6,800,000 sheep 
and lambs, and 1,100,000 pigs would be 
required. 


OVERSEAS COUNTRIES 


The first year’s supplies. to Smithfield as a 
dead meat market in 1869 were 128,579 tons 
ot meat, etc., 73.0 per cent. being derived 
from British and Irish sources and 25.0 per 
cent. from foreign sources. 

Last year supplies totalled 469,242 tons, 
of which British and Irish supplies formed 
28.3 per cent.; Dominions supplies 29.5 per 
cent., and foreign countries 42.2 per cent. 

“The march of time shows how dependent 
London has become upon the surplus products 
of overseas countries, " it is stated. 

Of the total imports of beef, mutton and 
lamb—918,550 tons—into the United Kingdom 
during the year, 33.5 per cent. passed 
through the London markets for distribution 
—a decrease of 0.6 per cent. 


IRISH CATTLE LAST YEAR 


Ireland sent alive to Great Britain 657,301 
cattle, 455,585 sheep and lambs, and 120,721 
pigs. This was an increase of 64,669 cattle 
und 176,614 sheep and lambs, but a decrease 
of 7,269 pigs when compared with 1935.

at the International Celebrity Concert 

given by the Russian violinist, Ja cha 
Heifetz, in the Theatre Royal on Saturday 
last was the most practical tribute which 
music lovers in Dublin could show to this 
distinguished player. In these days of sadly 
dwindling audiences for concerts of classical 
music it was gratifying to see so many 
present, and more especially did it give 
hope and encouragement for the future to 
note the interest with which the player’s wor 
was followed and the unrestrained applause 
given to it. The laying of Heifetz was an 
inspiration, and left one wondering what 
greater heights he could achieve. Opening 
with an arrangemerit of an allegro from a 
Mozart Divertimento in D major, he charmed 
his hearers with the exquisite beauty of 
violin tone that lost nothing of its glowing 
warmth and colour, no matter how ifficult 
the requirements of the music. The grace 
and charm of the composer were delightfully 
brought out, and the work was altogether 
very happy. It was followed by the No. 4 
Sonata in E flat of Opus 12 of Beethoven— 
one of a set of three by the composer written 
at an early age, when, as was very evident, 
he was still thinking in terms of the key- 
board, and was not quite happy in catering 
for twu virtuosi, But it was a treat to have 
the work included in the programme, not only 
because of the reading of the violin part, 
but for the opportunity which it 
gave to measure the artistry of 
Emmanual Bay, who played the _piano- 
forte part. His work in the Mozart 
had already been impressive, but from the 
opening phrases in the Beethoven he com- 
manded attention, and one felt the interest 
straying more to the piano than the stringed 
instrument. And that notwithstanding the 
fact that there was perfect balance and 
blend. 

The earlier part of the recital was com- 
leted by the playing of the Concerto No. 2 
in D Minor, op. 22, by Wieniawski, Here 
Heifetz had a work which gave him scope for

Auditor-General un the Accounts of 

the Free State Public Services for the 
year 1935-36 states that the gross estimate 
for the year amounted to £30,577.000, and 
the gross expediture to £28,412,703. The 
actual expenditure .was £2,164,309 less than 
the estimated amount. The amount to he 
surrendered as unexpended was £2,288,572. 
In no case was the provision made by the 
Dail exceeded, and an excess vote was not 
necessary. : . 

In the Office of the Revenue Commis- 
sionerg remissions were made, without 
statutory authority, from motives of com- 
passion or equity arising out of particular 
circumstances. The reasons given in these 
cases appeared to the Auditor-General to be 
satisfactory. The total amount remitted 
during the year was over £9,000, as com- 
pared with 312.340 in the previous year. Of 
the total, £8.000 was in respect of income 
tax. £56 related to a case in which the 
assessed party died imsolvent and recovery 
was impossible. and £50 was concerned with 
a cémpany which went into liquidation. 

Im regard to commissions and special in- 
quiries, a sum of 250 guineas charged to the 
sub-head for salaries. was paid to each of 
two members of a commission for what ap- 
peared to have been voluntary work. As 
no provision was made in the Estimates for 
this purpose, the Comptroller asked for an 
explanation of the charge. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


Under the head of public works and build. 
ings, a sum of*£2,023 was expended on the 
overhaul and repair of a steam @redger. 
This vessel was” built over 30 years ago, at a 
cost of about £9,300, and in recent years 
considerable sums have been expended for 
overhauls and renewals. The Auditor-General 
has inguired whether the Department of 
Finance had sanctioned the expenditure 
charged in uhe year. 

The total expenditure on the Barrow 
drainage scheme te the 3ist March was 
£509,668, The total expenditure § sanc- 
tioned under the Acts for carrying out the 
works is limited to £550,000, one-half to be 

rovided out of voted moneys, and the other 
bal? to be advanced by the CommiSsioners 
for Public Works. Receipts under the head 
of appropriations in aid include a sum of 
£60 to a former Civic Guard Barracks, 
which was sold, together with the site, The 
site was purchased in 1925-26 for £20. 

With regard to a pension of £261 per 
annum to a former representative abroad who 
had not reached the statutory age for retire- 
ment, the Auditor-General has inquired 
whether the award was by way of compensa- 
tion for loss of office, and, if so, whether the 
conditions required were fulfilled. 


CREAMERY INDUSTRY 


Including the expenditure of £59,884 in the 
current year, the total vote expenditure to 
the 3lst March, 1936, from moneys provided 
for the improvement of the creamery in- 
dustry amounted to £1,067,303. Receipts 
amount to £162,478, leaving a net charge on 
public funds of £904.824. 

Under the Housing (Gaeltacht) Acts, 
grants and loans are limited so as not to 
exceed £650,000. On the 3lst March, 1936, 
the position regarding such grants and loans 
showed that these grants and loans totalled 
over £700,000. 


ALCOHOL DISTILLERIES 


The report points out in connection with 
the industrial alcohol scheme that, owing to 
delay in the erection of the distilleries, it was 
not found possible to avail of the services of 
four candidates selected for training abroad 
as assistant managers of the distilleries on 
completion of their period of training. In 
these circumstances, the Department of 
Finance sanctioned the payment to each 
trainee in the event of his being unable to 
obtain other employment of £3 per week, in- 
clusive, as from the con.pletion of training 
pending his appointment as assistant 
manager. The expenditure under this head 
amounted to £124. 

With regard to the Army, the Auditor- 
General says that, with a view to promoting 
thrift, it has been the practice to permit 
members of the forces to draw only a part 
of their pay and to allow the balance to 
accumuiate in their accounts. These credit 
balances have shown a tendency to increase, 
as reflected in the amount of the undis- 
charged liability in respect of pay at the end 
of each financial year. As their existence 
nas led to some irregularities, it has been 
decided not te permit them in future.

For the Continental trade a total quantity 
of 17,763 cwts. of butter was purchased at a 
cost of £127,031. After deducting the net 
receipts the sum necessary to recoup the 
cost of the butter purchased was £35,596. 

From the accounts under the head of 
Oireachtas it appears that one deputy failed 
to collect and cash his allowance for one 
month, as a result of which a saving of £50 
is recorded. 

In the Garda Siochana vote the increase 
under the head of allowances from £119,053 
to £124,407 1s explained on the ground that 
the number of marriages of sergeants and 
guards had been underestimated. Transfer 
expenses were also higher for the same 
reason.

An old friend of.the late Fred Allan 
has been telling me that his ‘‘rebel.’”

As 
executive officer of the Corporation’s elec- 
tricitv undertaking and of its cleansing 
department, he inspired many notable 
departures from the settled habits and 
traditions of Cork Hill. 

He had a genius for handling com- 
mittees which were not distinguished for 
breadth of vision. It was he who com- 
bated all attempts to defeat the project 
of an electricity station at the Pigeon 
House, and later attempts to transfer it 
to private ownership. 

Thouch he was an adherent and per- 
sonal friend of Arthur Griffith, his real 
sympathies lay with Connolly’s doctrines ;

Captain Creenan bought the Brooklands 


after she had gone ashore near Grimsby, 


and has since then been trading between 
Dublin and Arklow, making an occasional 
visit to English ports. 


The beautiful decorations and paintings 
in oil on the bows and in the captain s 
cabin are all the work of an English 
artist, Mr. Roy Steward, who joined the 
vessel in 1929 for a voyage.

It 
measures 616 acres, of which about 400 are 
good pasture-land. 

The island ought to make an admirable 
bird sanctuary; for already over thirty 
species of birds find refuge on it.

OME time ago I picked up on one of the

After a great deal of thought 
I have come to the point of offering a few 
suggestions to dance band leaders—as they 
like to be called. 

Take the steam whistle. As a matter of 
fact, I believe that a whistle of sorts has 
been used by a modern composer in a 
symphonic poem, Hearing a band and 
communi singing in a recent inter- 
national broadcast, I was struck with the

marvellous effect produced by an engine 
whistling as it passed the ground; the more 


so because its note was occasionally 
synchronised in perfect tune with the music 
at the time under discussion by the band 
and the crowd. Perhaps, the engine-driver 
was a musician himself, a leader, perhaps, 
and knew when he was at the playing-pitch. 
However, I just pass on the suggestion. 

In close ól with the steam whistle is 
the siren, which should lend a beautifully 
corroborative touch to some of our crooning 
vocalists, who might be singing about the 
‘* Moon over the waves.” There is somethin 
weird about the note of a siren which shoul 
commend itself to those composers who are | 
preoccupied with bizarre or unearthly themes 
for musical illustration. 


Possible Revivals 


Although in most respects we have 
bettered the devices of the ancients for 
creating loud and horrific noises, some ‘of 
their primitive instruments answered the 
purpose so well as to warrant the honour of 
a revival.

Irish Musicians’ Who's Who 


There are many Irishmen and Irishwomen 
all over the world who will be glad to hear 
that Mr. B. Warburton Rooke, Mus. Bac., 
F.,R.I.A.M., is with na to-day, and is likely 
to be with us for many days yet. As a 
musician he is known as a kindly and 
ny teacher, who, since about the year 
881, has guided the destinies of many bril- 
liant Irish musicians. He is now about to 
take a well-earned retirement, which, I think, 
will be devoted to that great profession he 
has adorned for many years. But, again, 
there will be many he will regret his 
absence from the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music. Through Mr. Rooke, there are links

Later he became 
Professor of Sight-Singing, and, in con- 
junction with Dr, George Hewson, Professor 
of the Organ.

DRABNESS IN THE PROVINCES 


YO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

ÉIrnR,—As a business man in one of the small 
towns in the West of Ireland, your leadin 
article in yesterday’s issue interested me, an 
my neighbours. Daily we survey the varied 
tones of faded paint and “ dirty whitewash ”’ 
and bemoan the sad fact that few, if any of 


us, can afford the necessary outlay to make 


our houses and our shops more pleasing to 
the eye; for we are all fighting a Mai battle 
to keep our doors open and ourselves out of 
the Bankruptcy Court. In the good times, 
fair and market days were our main stand 
by; but, alas! poachers have invaded us 
from all points of the compass to take away 
our business. Yesterday, a fair day, our 
“‘ mile-long main street ” resembled a huge 
gipsy encampment more than anything else. 
From stalls, carts, lorries, and from heaps 
spread all over the street, every commodity 
necessary to maintain life was displayed and 
roared over by throaty salesmen and women, 
At sundown all, with well lined purses and 
in an atmosphere of supreme contentment, 
the tents are folded and, more or less, silently 
the poachers creep away. To-day our rate- 
paid scavengers wall be ane (at our expense) 
clearing up the debris, and I may have a few 
inquiries for a few necessaries ‘‘on the book 
for a couple of weeks’’—the cash has gone. 
On ordinary days the country roads are well 
packed with “ travelling shops,” and these 
keep people at home and rnin trade in the 
small towns. In the meantime we sit here, 
pay rent, rates, assistants, and the hundred 
and one calls peculiar to the small town 
complex, and our legitimate business goes to 
outsiders. Tho same unfortanate state of 
affairs exists in all the small towns in the 
West, and in the South and in the Midlands, 
Some time ago a Commission was appointed 
to sit and take evidence and report on this 
evil; so, perhaps, much-needed, though long- 
will be introduced to 


the eyes of the world people were valued for 
what they had and not for what they were. 
Neither Christ nor his Church had ever 
sponsored poverty for its.own sake, but only 
in so far as it led to the possession of. a 
share of heaven's happiness even here on 
earth, It was to the credit of the Church 
Church that she had never allowed those who 
followed the evangelical counsels to suffer 
extreme penury or to be branded with the 
stigma of pauperism. The Church would 
never allow religious Orders to become a 
charge on the poor rates, 

Father Cleary described the work wunder- 
taken on behalf of the poor by the active 
Orders and the cloistered nuns, and said that 
many of the Christian Brothers in Ireland, 
who would live and die as poor men, could 
have been leading statesmen had they re- 
mained in the world. | 

“What,” he asked, “have the armchair 
critics of convents and the Cathal Brugha 
street orators ever done on behalf of Dublin’s 
poor? Has a Communist ever been seen in 
the wards of our cancer hospitals? You will 
look in vain for the name of a critic of our 
clergy on the subscription lists of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society. Have the Com- 
munists ever established anything in the way | 
of a night shelter for the homeless or penny 
dinners for the starving poor? Did you ever 
see a Communist give anything except bad 
advice to his deluded followers?” Not the 
least surprising feature of the Catholic re- 
ligion was that the Church, which was ever 
extolling the blessedness of poverty and 
praising the benefits of suffering, had done 
more than any other institution in the his- 
tory of humanity to ease the burthens of the 
poor and relieve the anguish of the afflicted.

535 patients had been admitted, making a 
grand total of 54.401 persons to receive benefit 
from the Home since it was started seventy- 
five years ago. The Committee were very 
grateful to the Dublin Hospital Sunday Fund 
and the Dublin Corporation for their con- 
tinued valuable support with grants of

appointing him a Life Governor of the Home. 
Despite the best efforts of. their friendg, the 
subscription income of the Home had fallen 
by 26 per cent. in the last six years, with 
the result that there was now a debt to the 
bank of £812, costing £30 per annum in 1n- 
terest charges. The Home received no help 
whatsoever from the Irish Hospitals’ Trust. 
Subscribers were, therefore, asked to do their 
best to interest their friends in this Very 
deserving charity, which brought sunshine, 
rest i care to tired people at a cost to 
themselves which was well within their means 
or entirely free of charge.

London's Meat 


During the past few years foreigners 
have been discovering London as a great 
city, a city with architecture to be studied, 
social problems to be solved, and even 
beautiful vistas. to be admired. A Danish 
architect has been pointing out that the 
Georgian houses and squares of London 
arg among the treasures of Europe, and 
that Bedford square probably is the most 
beautiful square in the world. This is all! 
the more interesting because a visitor from 
Denmark now can pause to admire the 
amenities of London, viewing with an 
esthetic eye where his compatriots have 
consistently viewed with all the cold 
detachment of the economic man. While 
Ireland has been rejoicing over the victory 
of its warriors against the “ Danes” at 
Clontarf in 1014 the descendants of those 
same Danes have been driving the modern 
Irish from the British food markets. If 
ever peace held a victory more decisive 
than that of war it was the victory of 
modern Denmark over modern Ireland in 
the business of providing the modern 
Englishman with his food. Irishmen were 
raising cattle and looking backward: the 
Danes also were raising cattle, but look- 
ing forward, and calculating how they 
could make more and better cattle and 
cattle products for the English market. In 
this. economic battle victory went to the 
calculatiúg Danes, although a late rally 
brought Ireland back into the fray with 
tremendous effect. Nowadays there is a 
notion, a false and pernicious notion, that 
something of a stigma is attached 
to the supply of food to an external 
market, and that a home market has al! 
the virtues. This is a policy of defeat; a 
retreat from the position that had been 
won by the efforts of two generations of 
Irish farmers. It is a certain way to the 
impoverishment of the farmer and, 
ultimately, to a lowering of the standard 
of living of the entire community in this 
country. 

If the tremendous efforts of the Danish 
farmer to secure the English food markets 
had been equalled by the farmers of 
Ireland the greatest demand that the world 
has yet known would have been theirs. 
All. the advantage of the situation was 
with them, so that produce could have 
been delivered fresh to the consumer, and 
the higher prices obtainable for freshness 
could have been secured. . The very magni- 
tude of the potential market is enough to 
attract, as it has attracted, competition 
from all the world. According tothe report 
of the London Central Market Committee, 
the nine millions of people in Greater 
London need a million bullocks and calves. 
nearly seven million sheep and lambs, and 
| over & million pigs every year for 
their meat supplies. At present, it 
seems, Londoners are living mainly on 
chilled beef and frozen mutton imported 


| from the ends of the earth. Beef comes 
{from the Argentine, mutton from Aus- 


}tralia and New Zealand, while Denmark 
has almost a monopoly of the breakfast 
table. This immense supply is needed to 
give the Londoner his daily meat; but he 
is reducing his meat gradually, and is now 
consuming slightly less than he consumed 
‘twenty or thirty years ago, Nevertheless. 
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this a safe policy?’’ Obviously it is not a 


safe policy: it is a policy that places the 
lives of millions of people within range 
of a submarine’s torpedo tubes. 
from Great Britain and Ireland the 
citizens of Greater London derive only 
about a quarter of their meat supplios, 
while rather less than another one-third 
comes from the Dominions. Twenty 
years ago England knew what dependence 
upon imported foodstuffs might have 
meant; but the position is little better 
to-day than it was in 1917. “ The im- 
provement in the volume of the live-stock 
trade with Ireland, and its continuance 
by reason of its handiness, must make 
for the common good.” The Centra] 
Markets Committee recognises a fact that 
also must make for the closer relationship 
between the two islands in the disturbed 
condition of the world. When almost 
every State in Europe is striving steadily 
to make its people free from dependence 
upon imported foodstuffs, and at the same 
time secure in the event of war, the 
narrow seas between Ireland and Great 
Britain must become factors in the 
political and economic relations between 
the two islands to a far more important 
degree than they have been at any time 
in the past. In a changing world the 
factors that are unchanging and unchange- 
able will become the basis of politica] 
and economic relations. Geography has 
provided the unchanging factors in this 
problem ; it is for humanity to change as 
radically and as rapidly as possible. 
What the Coal-Cattle Pact has begun 
might be extended with advantage to both 
of its parties. 


Egypt’s Finances 


This will be a momentous year for the 
Egyptians. They have applied already for 
membership of the League of Nations, and 
the request, supported by Great ria 
and other friendly countries, is most un- 
likely to be refused. Admission to 
Geneva will set the seal upon Egypt's 
independence—independence which she has 
regained after two thousand years of sub. 
jection to various races and nations. 
Independence, however, can be complete in 
the formal sense, and yet hampered by 
material restrictions to such a degree that 
it becomes almost useless; and it is to 
consider the removal of certain restric- 
tions of this kind on Egypt's sovereignty 
that a conference will be held next month 
at Montreux. There exists in Egypt—as 
in the “ treaty ports ” of China—a system 
of privileges which goes by the name of 
‘ capitulations.’” Its .essence is to main- 
tain one law for the foreigner in Egypt 
and another for the Egyptian himself. 
Offences committed by a foreigner are tried 
not by the native courts, but by special 
“ mixed courts,’’ consisting of native and 
foreign judges; and, though no aspersion 
has been cast upon the justice dispensed 
by these tribunals, the Egyptians, not un- 
naturally, deem them a reproach to theit 
sovereignty. Moreover, the system of 
capitulations has a financial aspect. 
Foreigners, who form by far the wealthiest 
element in the community, are not liable 
for certain Egyptian taxes—notably 
income tax; and, in such circumstances, 
Nahas Pasha’s Government hardly can 
exact the same tax from its own subjects. 
Much has been said on the equity or in- 
equity of this matter of taxation. The 
foreigners in Egypt generally point out 
that, while not liable for income tax, they 
are liable for land tax, and that, inas 
much as their energy has made their land 
considerably: more valuable than the land 
of the average native Egyptian, they 
actually pay more to the Government. 
The weakness of the crgument is 
apparent; and it does not gainsay the 
fact of an anomaly, which, however 
reasonable it might have been in Egypt’s 
days of subjection, does not hold good in 
the case of a sovereign nation. It is 
almost certain, in spite of the reluctance 
of certain nations to relinquish any of 
their privileges. that the worst elements cf 
the system of capitulations will be 
removed at Montreux. If not, the 
financial outlook of the Egyptian Govern. 
ment is bleak. . Under the terms of the 
treaty with Great Britain, Egypt pledged 
herself, in return for the gradual with. 
drawal of British troops, to arrange for 
her own defence; and the cost of her 
defence programme during the next ten 
years: will be extremely heavy. Its ful. 
filment will demand all the money that 
she can raise. If she is debarred from the 
levying of income tax—which other States 
regard: as their chief source of revenue— 
the task may be found impossible.

Religion in Russia 


When the Bolshevist leaders decided to 
cast religion out of Russix twenty years 
ago they undertook a herculean task. 
Russia was—and continues to be~ 
probably the most deeply religious 
country in the world, The vast majority 


of the population consists of peasants 
scattered ‘ 


over a huge area of land. 
‘of them still are illiterate, and 
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it. At all events, it is 
now that the Church in Russia 
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is beginning to beat the atheists at their 


own _According to the Morning 
Post, the membership of the Militant God 
less League has fallen in five years from 
five to two millions. Young people, 
instead of joining one or other of the 
atheistic societies, are becoming more and 
more keenly interested in religious affairs, 
even the sacred ranks of the 
Komsomol are becoming contaminated. 
We do not believe that the Russian 
Church ever will recover its old position 
in the country. Much of the superstition 
and fetish worship of former days has 
disappeared for ever, and few will regret 
the fact. On the other hand, the instinc- 
tive religious feelings of the Russian 
people are stronger than the forces that 
are arrayed against them, and we are con- 
vinced that twenty years hence “ Holy 
Russia’’ wil] have returned to her place 
in the Christian world. . 
— 
The Golfing Season 


A momentous season has opened for the 
world of professional golf.. During the 
winter there were horrid. mutterings of dis- 
content among the authorities, who were 
reported to have taken exception to the 
professional's huge bag of clubs. to his 
habit of retaining a private caddie, and to 
the modern golf ball, which permitted him 
to dim so effectively the glory of the great 
championship courses; but it seems that 
nothing—as yet—will come of these 
threats. We shall not see Henry Cotton 
personally carry a bag of six clubs, as he 
promised to do if his private caddie were 
taken from him: that is a severe loss on 
the entertainment side ; but there is much 
else to excite public interest. Will Alfred 
Padgham, the imperturbable champion, 
repeat his almost incredible run of suc- 
cesses? Last year he swept the board, 
after a very shaky beginning ; and now he 
has managed to qualify in the southern 
section of the Daily Mait tournament only 
with one stroke to spare. History looks as 
if it is preparing to repeat itself; but a 
new factor has entered the lists. Alf 
Perry, open champion in 1935, and an 
almost complete failure in 1936, heads the 
qualifiers. with the unbeatable total of 143. 
Perry is unpredictable. His methods are 
all his own—he nearly swings himself off 
his.feet with the driver—but he has made 
a surprising start. Then there is the much 
discussed Henry Cotton, who has obtained 
a post with an English club after a number 
of years in Belgium. More than ever it is 
in his own interests to make a good show- 
ing, and more than ever he is showing his 
infinite capacity for taking pains, Yet 
another strong challenger is the burly Cox, 
who has profited considerably by a lesson 
in putting from the South African 
amateur Mr. Bobby Locke. There is 
another round dozen men who are perfectly 
capable of invincible golf—and there is a 
total prize fund of over £11,000 to be 
fought for this year. What a pity it is 
that only two “ Free Staters ’’—William 
Nolan and Patrick Mahon—seem suffi- 
ciently illustrious to shine in this brilliant 


company.

Xx diplomatic and political circles 
generally the visit to London of the 
King of the Belgians is regarded as being 
of the greatest. importance, and the view 
is expressed that quite possibly it may 
mean a further step in the re-shaping of. 
Western Europe, It is clear that Belgium 
no longer intends to become involved in a 
war by supporting one or other of her 
neighbours, but will remain completely 
and exclusively Belgian. The King of the 
Belgians intends to make this point clear 
to the British Government, and it will 
be the business of the Prime Minister and 
Mr, Eden to make the position of Great 
Britain equally clear, At the moment 
Belgium is guaranteed against aggression 
by Britain and France, and has given 
similar guarantees in return; but it is 
said that the Belgian Government are of 
the opinion that these guarantees are of 
little value to Belgium, and that she 
might be better off without them. Ger. 
many. of course, has to enter into al] the 
considerations of the Belgians, and the 
rumour 1s that the King will try not only 
to secure guarantees of a more binding 
character from this country and France. 
but also from Germany, but—and this is 
the main point—without giving any 
guarantees in return. 


Threat to the Rexists 


The political situation in Belgium at 
the moment is rather difficult, and an 
indication of the prevailing uncertainty 
is that there has been some nervous selling 
on the Brussels stock markets, which has 
spread to other continental centres. Much 
of the feeling is due to a coming by- 
election, in which M. Léon Degrelle, the 
leader of the Rexists, a kind of Fascist 
party, and M. van Zeeland, the Prime 
Minister, are taking part. Should the 
Prime Minister be defeated in what is 
really a trial of strength between the 
extreme Conservatives and the Socialists, 
tha possibilities are great. inasmuch as 
M. Degrelle might become Prime Minister 
without any great delay, and this would 
mean another dictatorship, though possibly 
not of the Hitler or Mussolini type. M. 
Degrelle is popular with the younger 
Belgians, and is making a great fight for 
victory by a very strenuous campaign. M. 
van Zeeland is relying upon his record of 
work for the country, making but few 
speeches, but fully expecting to win. The 


election does not take place until Sunday, — 


April 11th. 
Air Raid Defences 


A committee of Conservative members 
of the House of Commons has been formed 
to consider civilian air raid precautions, 
and this body intends to make a series of 
exhaustive inquiries on the Continent re- 
garding the precautions being adopted by 
other countries. Five sub-committee are 
to be formed to deal with poison gas, high 
explosives, fire warnings, evacuations and 
insurance. These sub-committees are to 
report tothe main be y within three 
months as to what this country is doing 
in these directions, and also what other 
countries are doing. The chairman is Mr. 
Oliver Simmonds, and the secretary Mr. 
Duncan Sandys. Before any great 
measures for air raid precautions are put 
into operation it will be necessary for 4 
decision to be reached as to the cost.. The 
principal municipal and local authorities 
are to press the Government for a sub- 
stantial financial contribution towards the 
expénses, while some municipalities matn- 
tain thát the whole cost should be borne 
by the Government. The Home Office 
estimates provide for an expenditure «f 
only £500,000 this year on air raid pre- 
cautions, which will not enable much 
assistance to be given to local authorities. 
In the meantime progress with the plans 
is being held up until the financial side 
is clearsd up. Liverpool and Birmingham 
both estimate. the amount involved at 
£400,000. and other large centres base 
their estimates on the same scale. Various 
bodies, such ‘as the Association of Muni- 
cipal Corporations and the Association cf 
County Countils are pressing the Govern- 
ment for an early decision about the con- 
tribution it is prepared to make. 


Naval’ Review Arrangements 


It may be recalled that when the Jubilee - 


naval review ‘took place off Southampton 
the proceedings were marred by a bad 
breakdown in the catering arrangements, 
and many, distinguished visitors were un- 
able to obtain food or refreshments of any 
kind. The Admiralty, warned by that ex- 
erience, are taking elaborate precautions 
or the Coronation review, and five liners 
will be chartered to accommodate the 
official guests of the Government, while 
the catering will be in the hands of ship- 
owners who have had long experience. The 
guests, who will include many foreirn 
notabilities, will join the ships at South- 
ampton on the morning of the review, and 
after it is over they will not be rushed 
back to town, but will be able to dine and 
sleep on board in comfort and get back 
the following day. By the time the review 
takes. place on May 20th the two new 
cruisers Southampton and Newcastle will 
be completed, and they will take part in 
the ceremony, as well as several smaller 
vessels which are in an advanced stace. 
Work is in a forward state, too, on tlie 
new cruisers Glasgow and Sheffield. which, 
in the norma! course, would not be ready 
for sea till near the end of the year, but 
it is believed that such excellent progress 
has been made that it is just possible that 
they may be ready m time for the review. 
These cruisers are the first of a new class 
of 9,000-ton vessels with an armament oí 
twelve 6-inch guns, in addition to a poWer- 
ful secondary armament of anti-aircraft 
weapons. 


Sir Thomas Inskip 


During the past few days there has been 
a great amount of discussion in the 
political world about the next Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. The names of Sir John 
Simon, Sir Samuel Hoare and Mr. Runci- 
man have been freely mentioned, and now 
that of Sir Thomas Inskip is suggested as 
the best possible choice, on the ground that 
his appointment would be welcomed by the 
National Liberals, National] Labour and by 
the Conservatives. This, I think, is some- 
thing of a mistake, as the Conservatives 
are by no means enthusiastic about the 
work of Sir Thomas Inskip as Minister of 
Co-ordination, and would like to see hiin 
in another office, but not “that of 
Chancellor. Should he become (hancellor 
he would be in the running for the succes- 
sion ‘to Mr. Neville Chamberlain as next 
Prime. Minister, and as he is not looked 
upon as a stropg party man the Conserva- 
tives would prefer Sir Samuel Hoare or 
somebody else, whose Conservative out: 
look is regarded as unassailable.

THE INCOME TAX? 


MORE NEW TARIFFS 
COMING 


FINANCE MINISTER’S 
PROBLEMS 


— 
(By a Specrar CORRESPONDENT. ) 


HERE will be no big Budget 

_ _ battle this year. Mr. MacEntee 
Minister for Finance, is responding 
to the request of his Ministerial 
colleagues to prepare a Budget state- 
ment that will invite as little opposi-. 
tion and criticism as possible, and 
that will, in its dispensation of 
favours, be regarded from the tax- 
payers’ point of view, at any rate, as 
the least unfavourable of his six 
Budgets in all. 


THE OMENS 


_In a month’s time taxpayers will know 

the worst and the best news. Circum- 
stances and omens fortunately favour 
good news. 
disclore, as forecast exclusively in the 
Irish Times, a surplus of at least half a 
million pounds. Other countries are 
showing substantial budget surpluses this 
year, but they are not faced with a general 
election, like the Free State. 

During the Easter recess Mr. MacEntee 
will be able to estimate his surplus to 
within a few thousand pounds, and will 
be in a position to underline the key- 
notes of his budget speech. He will 
emphasise the buoyancy of revenue under 
all the main heads. Income tax, stam 
duty, Corporation profits dety—ail 
barometers of trade and prosperity will 
in their yield have Ken so all expecta- 
tions. 


SPENDING AND SAVING 
He will be able to show that although 


more money is being spent on amuse- |. 


ments, as eviaenced by the yield from the 
Entertainments Duty, there is also more 
money being saved, as shown by bank and 
post office deposits and by the purchase 
of Savings Certificates. Mr. MacEntee’s 
pre-election budget will be concise, but 
spectacular. 

It is not intended, however, that it 
should be the cynosure of all e,es in the 
Dail and outside it—that position is to 
be reserved for the new Constitution Bill, 
which is to be the big carrot to be dangled 
before the electorate. If the budget is to 
be non-contentious it does not follow that 
the Finance Bill, which embodies the 
Financial Resolutions, is to do nothing 
more than re-impose for another year the 
existing duties and taxes. Far from it. 


THE CALL FOR TARIFFS 


Namerous new tariffs will be brought 
into operation. Government officials are 
working on them at present. They are 
investigating, too, the question of the 
adjustment of some existing tariffs, which 
are considered to be too low, and have 
failed to serve their purpose. Many. 
industries are clamouring for more tariffs, 
but the official response will not fully 
satisfy their demands. 

The ordinary taxpayer takes little note 
of these periodic tariff changes. He has 
grown accustomed to them since Fianna 
Fail came into office. He is more interested 
in the rise and fall in the prices of articles 
or commodities which he consumes, as, for 
example, his tea, sugar, butter, and 
bread. If he is comparatively well off he 
is concerned in the increase or reduction 
in the income tax rate and in his income 
tax allowances. 


MONEY TO GIVE 


Mr. MacEntee, being a student of 
psychology, appreciates and understands 
the different outlook and view-point of the 
various classes of his taxpaying com- 
munity. It is, indeed, this inside know- 
ledge that is causing him a considerable 
amount of embarrassment at present. He 
has money to give away, and he 1s con- 
sidering how he can distribute it to the 
best advantage of the people and incident- 
ally of his party. 

He may, it is estimated, have an 
anticipated surplus next year on the basis 
of existing taxation of close on half a 
million pounds. In order to achieve this 
he has been cutting down expenditure 
steadily and wherever he possibly can. He 
is anxious to make a good “‘show” next 
month, and his big problem is how can he 
do it. With a substantial surplus at his 
disposal he should have little difficulty in 
satisfymg all classes. 


THE INCOME TAX 

He could reduce the duty on tea by 
twopence a pound, and take threepence off 
the income tax, and, having done that, he 
may even have something left for the relief 
of rates on agricultural land. His finan- 
cial advisers are reported to be rece™- 
mending him to reduce the income tax, 
as such a reduction would be not only 
spectacular, but a striking indication of 
national prosperity. 

Further, it is represented that to lower 
the income tax would, in view of a 
xrobable_ five-shilling rate in Great 
Britain, be a powerful magnet in attract- 
ing to our shores now wealthy residents 
and in bringing back many former 
residents The argument and the tempta- 
tion are certainly very attractive and not 
unconvincing. 


COST OF LIVING 

On the other hand, the cost of living is 
rising steadily and the Government may 
deem it both expedient and a matter of 
good politics to dispose of its financial 
gifts in such a way as to alleviate in some 
breakfast-table burdens of 
the poorer classes. Taking the view, how- 
ever, that more employment is urgently 
needed in the country and that this 
‘nvolves new industries and more capital 
for existing industries, and that capital is 
attracted only to countries where taxation 
is low and—so far as the British Isles are 
concerned——to the countries with a low 
income tax, it is abundantly clear that 
Mr. MacEntee can hardly fail to escape 
the temptation to lower the Free State 
standard rate of tax to four shillings and

Such a gesture would help to remove 
the indignation which taxpayers exper 
enced in 1932 (and still retain) when he 
increased the standard rate from three 
shillings and sixpence to five shillings.

We then drove along the Saragossa road, 
past Trijueque, nearly to Gajanejos.

The battle of Caporetto was the disastrous 
Great War defeat of the Italian Arm" 
in the province of Venezia during the 
autumn of 1917, when the Italians, in 
face of strong Austro-German forces, 
had to retreat south of the River 
Piave. 


SITUATION REVIEWED 


A Valencia telegram of yesterday’s date 
says:—Fighting is mm progress to-day, not 
only on the Madrid front, but at many 
other points in Spain, and latest reports 
show that the Government troops on all 
fronts are either holding their own or 
gaining ground. These reports can be 
summed up as follows:— - 

An advance on the Teruel front which 
will prevent Valencia being cut off 
from Catalonia ; 

An advance north-east of Guadalajara, in 
which ’planes wrought great destruc- 
tion on insurgent convoys ;

Teruel Front.—Military observers of 
foreign Powers, who arrived here this 
morning from the Teruel front, gave a 
vomprehensive report of activities in that 
sector, where the fighting has attracted 
little notice during the more spectacular 
fighting of the motorised Italian troops on 
the Guadalajara front. 


COAL MINES 


Montalban, thirty miles north of Teruel, 
has been occupied by Government troops 
in the last few days, giving the Govern- 
ment possession of the coal mines lying 
east of Teruel, and erecting a new barrier 
against a possible push south-eastwari 
along the valley of the Mijares River, 

Should the insurgents have been success- 
ful on the Guadalajara front, an advance 
down this valley was expected in order 
both to cut off Valencia from Barcelona 
by occupying the port of Castellon and i.n 
order to control the valuable minerals in 
that region. i 

The Government seizure of strategic 
regions around Montalban also makes 
more difficult an insurgent advance into 
Catalonia. Several well-paved highways

The Guadalajara Front.—Communiqués

BERLIN, Sunday. 


OPE PIUS XI., in an Encyclical 
which was read in the Cathedral 
here this morning, flatly accuses the 
Nazi régime of having violated the 
Concordat and of encouraging anti- 
Christian movements. 

Bishop Preysing, who read the 
Encyclical, addressing Catholic men’s 
societies, spoke of the gravity of the 
situation and asked them to prepare for 
an open fight. The Encyclical is in three 
parts :— 

1—The alleged breach of the concordat 
concluded on July 22, 1933. 

2—Faith in God, in Christ, in the future, 
in the authority of the Pope, and the 
rights and duties of parents. 

d—Reaffirmation of the Pope’s love, 
even to those of his flock in Germany who 
have strayed from the path, and his 
prayer for the restoration of real peace 
between Church and State. 


MISGIVINGS 


Reviewing the history of the Concordat, 
the Pope says that he signed the document 
“despite grave misgivings,’”’ because he 
believed it to be in the best interests of 
the Church and of the German people. 

“If its terms are not kept, that is not 
the fault of the Church. The other side 
has been guilty of misapplication of the 
Concordat, of evasion of its provisions, of 
undermining its contents, and, finally, of 
more or less open violations of its stipula- 
tions and of the unwritten law governing 
its extent,” 

The Pope, nevertheless, did not cancel 
the Concordat for the following reasons : — 

“Our paternal care for the safety of 
the souls entrusted to us causes us to 
ignore such prospects as may still remain 
under the Concordat for a real under- 
standing. 

“We shall not merely continue to be 
regardful of your rights before the leaders 
of your people, irrespective of temporary 
succcess or failure, and obedient only to 
our conscience and our duty. We shall 


' gontinue to oppose an attitude that seeks 


to stifle guaranteed rights by open or 
covert show of force.” 

In the second part the Encyclical says 
that ‘‘whoever raises the conception of 
race or people or State, or a form of 
government beyond mundane valuation, 
and claims to make idols out of them, 
violates the Divine order of things.” 


THE SCHOOLS 


The Encyclical says that the elections 
for abandoning the Church schools were 
not fair, because not secret, and asserts 
that the Catholic Church will never 
willingly agree to schools in which the 
teachers of religion are not free, and in 
which the spirit of teaching in other 
branches is anti-Christian. 

The Pope’s message concludes in the 
first part by saying that ‘‘ God is our 
witness that we have no more earnest 
wish than the re-establishment of real 
peace between Church and State in 
Germany. It is, however, through no 
fault of ours if peace is not to come, and 
the Church of God will defend its rights 
in the name of the All-Highest, whose 
arm, even to-day, has not been shortened.”’ 

Bishop Preysing addressed all the Berlin 
members of the Catholic men’s societies 
at a social meeting, in the course of which 
he spoke of the gravity of the situation, 
and asked them to be prepared for an open 


fight.

THREAT 


EMPLOYERS’ REPLY TO. 


TRADES GROUP 


The 2,800 members of the Amalgamated 
Society of Woodworkers in the Dublin dis- 
trict have been the first to endorse the 
Building Trades Group’s recommendation 
that the offer of the employers on wages 
and conditions be rejected. 

These workers met in the Mansion 
House yesterday, and decided to tefminate 
their agreement with the Dublin Master 
Builders’ Association on the 3lst inst. ifa 
settlement of their claims was not reached 
in the meantime. 

Other unions will hold their meetings 
to-night and to-morrow, and the results 
will be reported to the Group later in the 
week, 

Developments in connection with the 
dispute are not expected until after the 
meeting of the blin Trades Union 
Council to-morrow night. 

The following reply to the Group’s state- 
ment was issued by the Saorstat Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers on 
Saturday :'— 

“In a recent issue of your paper we 
emphasised that the Group had produced 
no evidence to justify their demand for 
increased wages. We made an offer of $d. 
per hour increase, to take effect on August 
10th, and a further $d. on January ist, 
iving justified it— 
viz., if the index figure then reached 170 
points (it is now 167). 

‘* We further offered increases of 4d. per 
hour to take effect automatically, if in any 
year the index figure average went up by 
6 points over 170. This offer was made 
on one ground only—viz., to maintain

BOARD OF HEALTH 
ATTITUDE

“NO MONEY FOR 


SHELTERS” 
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From Our CorRESPONDENT. 
CASTLEBAR, Saturday. 


At a meeting of Mayo Board of 

health to-day the matter of the 
Achill schools’ trouble was referred 
to late in the evening, and deferred to 
a special meeting, for which a date 
was not fixed. 

' At a conference between parents 
and teachers, held some days ago, an 
agreement provided for the erection 
of shelters at the schools for the 
storage and service of meals, and the 
provision of extra help to prepare and 
serve the meals. 

The Secretary said that he had re- 
ceived no official communication 
about the matter, but understood that 
there was a question of a deputation 
to the Board to discuss the questions 
raised, and, by direction of the Chair- 
man, he had written to the parties 
concerned suggesting a postponement 
of the matter to a special meeting. 

Mr. Munnelly said that he did not see 
why the managers should be put to the 
trouble and expense of attending a special 
meeting to oblige the teachers. — Hé re- 
ferred to the publication that the matter 
had got in,some daily papers, and said that 
the public should know that the dispute 
did not arise over. any action of the Board. 
The Board did its duty in the matter, and 
if the teachers and managers had decided 
that they would not supply the meals they 
should say so. He alleged that they were 
the cause of all the trouble, and tried to 
misrepresent the action of the Board of 
Health. 

The Chairman (Mr. Moclair) said that 
he would not allow the matter to be dis- 
cussed until the deputation was present. 

Mr. Munnelly said that he would insist 
on referring to it, as it was due to the 
public. They were not going to have 
charges levelled at them and remain dumb. 
The teachers, he said, had circulated a 
report that in last year’s school meals’ 
scheme the Board had £500 to credit, and 
it was time to expose the fables and un- 
truths. 


COST OF SHELTERS 


The Chairman said that he would not 
allow the matter to be dealt with piece 
meal. As Mr. Munnelly had remarked, 
the Board had got nothing to do with the 
inception of this. They were not invited 
to participate in the conference, but they 
noticed from the Press that it was 
suggested that a shelter or cook-house 
should be erected at each school and paid 
attendance provided. That was where the 
Board comes in, and then only. If shelters 
were put up they would cost from £80 to 
£100 each. There were fourteen or six- 
teen schools affected in Achill, and if they 
put up shelters there they would have to 
do the same at all the other schools in the 
county where meals were provided. They 
were dealing with bá such schools, conse- 
quently the expenditure would run to 
£5,500. If-they had to provide attend- 
ance, say, at ls. a day it would cost 
another £500 a year. The Board got 
£2,100 a year from the ratepayers, supple- 
mented by an equal amount from the De- 
partment,. making the net amount 
available £4,200.. It took the Board all 
its time to provide meals for 53 schools at 
that figure without making any provision 
for shelters or help. If conditions im- 
bare and more money was provided the 

ard would co-operate with the teachers 
in these matters, but at present, they were 
not going to deprive the children of the 
food by going to the cost of shelters and 
attendance. 


“LET THEM CLCAR OUT” 


Mr. Munnelly said the matter concern- 
ing the Board was the feeding of the 
children and not the provision of shelters. 
If the teachers were interested in the 
children their attitude would be different. 
If they wanted shelters let them go and 
shelter themselves in some other counties. 
If they were not satisfied let themselves 
and the managers clear out and not be 
causing the Board trouble at every meet- 
ing. 

The Chairman said that he would not 
permit any member to attack the teachers. 

Mr. Munnelly said that he was not 
attacking them. He was as friendly 
with the teachers as any other class, but 
he would not allow them to trample on the 
people. 

Chairman—We see our position and our 
liabilities, and that must be kept before 
the public. 

Mr. Munnelly—Then why not say at 
once that we will not do what they ask, 
and not put us to the trouble and expenso 
of a public meeting? 

Chairman—It was suggested at the con- 
ference that the proposal be discussed 
with us, and we are ready to meet them. 

Mr. Munnelly said that, having regard 
to the chairman’s statement, it would be 
& farce to have a special meeting. 

Chairman—If we were agreeable to put 
up the shelters and if we had the money, 
what right would we have to do it? We 
would have to enter upon places over which 
we have no control or little, and we might 
be told quietly by the Department of 
Education or the Board of Works that the 
schools were Government property. All 
am keen on to-day is to make the Board’s 
position perfectly clear. We are prepared 
to make every provision for the supply of 
food, but we cannot provide shelters or 
attendance, and I take it the mémbers are 
not prepared to depart from that. 

Mr. Munnelly said that they were not, 
and he would oppose the holding of a 
special meeting to oblige the teachers. 

Mr. McNulty said it was not to oblige 
the teachers, but in the interests of the 
people concerned. 

It was agreed to have a special meeting 
on a date to be arranged by the chairman, 
vice-chairman, and secretary.

AN OPEN LETTER TO MR, 
W. J. STEWART, M.P,

EAR Mr. Stewart :—‘‘ There is 
nothing,” wrote Goethe, ‘‘ so 
terrible as activity without insight.’’ 
It is because you are showing insight 
and leading others to see the re 
difficulty of the financial position in 
Northern Ireland, that I venture te 
address a further ‘‘ Open Letter ”’ te 
you. 
I do so in the hope that you may be 
encouraged to pursue the course which 
you have set out for yourself, and which, 
incidentally, is one that, if carried to ful- 
filment, will be of immense advantage te 
the people of Northern Ireland. You have 
admitted that you are in politics to help 
your native province. That is a laudable 
ambition, and one, despite the barkings 
of a few “ yes men ” and party apologists, 
is approved by the vast majority of the 
ratepayers and taxpayers of Northern 
Ireland, irrespective of class, creed €E 
party affiliations. 


UNEQUAL FINANCES 


When you first drew public attention té 


the inequality of Northern Ireland's 
financial position in the United Kingdom 
I addressed an open letter to you pointing 
out some of the inequalities, as the subject 
is one with which I have been dealing 
for several years, and urging that it 
requires close investigation. You are now 
making the same demand. Your address 
to the Economic Society of Queen’s Uni- 
versity has made many in. Northern 
Ireland ‘‘ furiously to think.”” The 
Minister of Finance, Mr. Pollock, indi« 
cated that he would have little difficulty 
in refuting your figures, I have no doubt 
of that. With all the assistance of the 
experts at his disposal in the Civil Service 
he could prove anything. 

There is a story, once told at a publi¢ 
meeting by the late Lord Carson, which 
emphasised the difficulty which confronts 
anyone who undertakes a controversy with 
a Minister backed by his experts. A 
speech was made at Westminster by an 
English M.P., who attacked the Navy 
Estimates. The First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said Lord Carson, was much 
concerned about this, and called his de- 
partmental assistants to his aid. They 
arrived, armed with a _ portfolio 
statistics, and blandly asked what the 
Minister wished to prove. Did he wish 
to refute or agree to the criticism? They 
were quite prepared for either course, 
“That,” declared Lord Carson, “shows 
the difficulty of fighting a department.” 
Something of the same kind is revealed 
by the controversy between the officials of 
the Ministry and the Corporation over 
the grants for unemployment assistance. 


GRIEVANCES 


It is a tribute to' the efficiency of the 
Civil Service; but, unfortunately, it does 
not get results or the removal of grievances 
which are becoming almost universally 
recognised. What those grievances are 
you indicated in this speech and at the 
private meeting with your selection com- 
mittee. Several figures in your statement 
could be questioned and, no doubt, much 
made of the inaccuracy. The Minister of 
Finance, for instance, has shown already, 
in reply to a question in the Northern 
Parliament, that revaluation did not 
impose an additional burden to the full 
extent of £500,000 upon Northern Ire 
land—it may easily do so next year—but 
something more than half that figure, 
although he admitted it was impossible 
to get the exact amount, 

However, such minor adjustments de 
not alter your main argument that 
Northern Ireland is treated as part of 
the unit—the United Kingdom—for the 
levying of taxation, and in its distribu- 
tion it ceases to be part of the United 
Kingdom, and, broadly speaking, must 
live within its own resources. Seven- 
eighths of Northern Ireland's revenue 1s 
levied at Westminster. The unity exists 
for the raising of the money, but not 
when the money is being distributed; and 
Northern Ireland, as you point out, is 
treated as an outcast corner of the Empire, 
This is contrary to the Unionist concep- 
tion of finance in a United Kingdom laid 
down by the late Lord Balfour, as the 
Northern Minister of Labour pointed out 
on a famous occasion, which briefly is 
that the United Kingdom should be 
treated as a whole, without inquiring too 
closely as to what each part gives and 
receives. Common services and an 
equitable distribution should be main- 
tained over the whole area of “ The 
Union ”” in accordance with the need, 
The present financial arrangement be. 
tween Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
is a one-sided one, in which Great Britain 
gets the advantage of unity by absorbing 
Northern Ireland’s surplus revenue, but 
Northern Ireland has no guarantee that 
its deficits, when there are any, will be 
made good by the common exchequer. As 
you state there is not one redeeming 
feature for Northern Ireland in the present 
financial relations with the British 
Exchequer, and many thousands im 
Northern Ireland who are feeling the 
effects in higher rates and other burdens 
are beginning to join you in condemnation 
of the Government which sits down under 
this injustice as it has done for years. 

A new policy and outlook is needed, 

policy which will give something like 
complete financial unity in the United 
Kingdom, and not a “‘ unity ” based upon 
‘devolution finance,” both one-sided and 
ineffective in its operation. 

Now the question arises. How is this 
new policy to be brought about. Many

It has been sug- 
gested that such a scheme might restrict 
the ‘‘freedom ” of the Northern Ministry 
of Finance.

as much ‘‘ freedom ” as it has now (and 
less anxiety) under such a plan. It has 
complete freedom regarding the limited 
taxation it imposes itself, and none what- 
ever regarding the. reserved revenue 1Im- 
posed at Westminster. The same condi- 
tion of affairs would continue under tho 
new unity policy. There would, however, 
be a much more important result, It 
would be clear then that Northern Ireland 
was in reality, financially, a part of the 
United Kingdom, and could no longer be 
treated as a separate entity, living only 
upon its own resources. It would be 
entitled equally with Great Britain to a 
far greater degree than at present to an 
equitable distribution of the revenue 
raised in the United Kingdom as a whole. 
That, I think, is what you are aiming at. 


PRESENT POSITION 


You have described the present position of 
Northern Ireland as a horrible one. I have 
heard it described in even more drastic terms. 
The financial provisions of the Government 
of Ireland Act have been described as the 
greatest imposition ever imposed upon a loyal 
people by a rich and powerful country on its 
smaller partner. If not quite a confidence 
trick, the people of Northern Ireland were 
assured that thev would have sufficient re- 
sources to meet all the demands upon them. 
At the time the Act was passed this was so. 
Northern Ireland had then a surplus revenue 
of about six million sterling, and in the first 
full year of the Goyernment’s existence it Is 
estimated that over-4 million would be avail- 
able for Imperial contribution. Changes in 
the rates of taxation at Westminster, in- 
creases in social services, and unemployment 
upset that balance, with the result that 
_ eventually the Northern Exchequer could not 
balance its Budget without drawing on re- 
serves and raiding Road Funds. Last year the 
estimated Imperial contribution was only 
£14,000. This year it is estimated at. 
roughly, half a million sterling, and next 
year, with higher taxation levied at West- 
minster, revaluation and education levy 
assistance may reach over a million. The 
paymenis by the British Exchequer under 
the re-insurance agreement have assisted this 
result by relieving the pressure on the 
Northern Exchequer for payments to the 
Equalisation Fund. Should Northern Ire- 
Jand unemployment vary in relation to 
sritish unemployment, that advantage dis- 
appears and a serious position may again 
arise. That is where the future of Northern 
Ireland finance is in danger by relying upon 
- unemployment figure variations instead of a 
definite financial unity scheme. 


NOTHING “STATIC ”, 


- There is one point I would urge you to 
remember. There is nothing “ static’’ in the 
financial relations between Northern Ireland 
and the United Kingdom Exchequer. The 
Government of Ireland Act provided for a 
fixed Imperial contribution of several millions 
per annum more than was ever paid at the 
peak year, A fixed contribution had to be } 
abandoned, and the Colwyn award, based on 
a standarde year expenditure of the Northern 
Ireland services made it a variable amount 
related to the surplus revenue of the pro- 
vince, and providing the principles for future 
adjustment between local and Exchequer ex- 
penditure. Again, the Blue Book issued this 
week of the Appropriation and Consolidated 
Fund Services accounts for the last financial 
year proves further that the position is not 
static, but subject to variation to meet the 
needs of the situation.

He reminded Irishmen in the North that in 
the event of a European war they would be 
faced with the menace of conscription, and 
if ‘such a war occurred they could visualise 
no circumstances in which Irishmen could be 
called on to fight for one or other side. 
They would support any scheme for arming 
every man of military age to defend their 
territory against any Power attempting to 
attack it. 

Mr. Deasy asked the convention to 
authorise the Executive to demand that the 
Government should provide a replica of the 
national flag and facsimile of the Proclama- 
tion of the Republie to be placed im every 
school under their control, to demand legisla- 
tion proclaiming April 24th as a public holi- 
day and day of national commemoration, to 
secure a revision of the severe and ungenerous 
interpretation of the Military Service 
Pensions Act, and to secure le 
the creation of a benevolent Fund.

The Prefecture, which 
was created in 1932, was entrusted to native 
Chinese clergy, who, with the help of the 
Work of St. Peter Apostle, were able to erect 
a small seminary to house themselves and 
pupils, Owing to the very disturbed state 
of the district, the seminarists were obliged 
to remove to a temporary residence which 
would be less likely to attract the attention 
of swarms of bandits. Their temporaty 
residence was a small building, away from the 
nearest town. ‘The building proved wholly 
inadequate, so the T Agra poe and the students 
have been obliged to sleep in some large 
caves in the neighbourhood.

Justin Grandin was born at St. Pierre-surm 
Orthe, in the Diocese of Laval, on Februa 
8, 1829, the ninth child of the fourteen chi 
dren of a-farm labourer. In his early days, 
like Don Bosco, he was a shepherd. In 1850 
he was admitted into the Minor Seminary of 
Mans, and a year later into that of the Paris 
Foreign Mission Society, but was forced te 
leave on account of his inability to learn 
foreign languages. In 1855 he entered asa 
novice the Congregation of the Oblates of 
Mary Immaculate, and in 1854 was ordained 
by the founder of the Congregation, Mgr, 

azenod. ; 

Almost at once he was sent to the Missiog 
of St. Boniface in Canada. His bishop, Mgrs 
Tache, sent him to the country round - 
Athabasca, where he applied himself 
diligently to acquire the languages of the 
Montaignais and Cree Indians. He was only 
twenty-eight, and had been but three years 
on the mission when he was reluctantly come 

elled to become a bishop and coadjutor te 
Mass: Tache, He returned to Fran 
was consecrated at Marseilles, and return 
at once to his lonely diocese. He then threw 
himself with renewed zeal into his missionary, 
work, which grew. gradually more onerous 
during the-forty-five years it lasted. His first 
great work was to make an extensive tour 
of the immetise district over which he was 
bishop, which lasted three years, and took 
him as far. as Good. Hope, on the Arctic 
Circle. 

He founded a Vicariate Apostolic in thé 
extreme north of his. huge district, and made 
St. Albert his headquarters in 1860. There 
he undertook the evangelisation of the Cree 
and Blackfoot tribes.

THE GREATEST GOLFER 


OF ALL TIME 
————&—— 


ARRY VARDON, greatest oí all 
H died at his home at 


Eolfers, 

Totteridge, Herts, on Saturday. He 
was sixty-six, and had suffered with cheat 
trouble for many years. : 

For more than twenty years Vardon was 
the outstanding figure in the game. He won 
championships with the ae poe ball, 
and when the rubber-covered bail was intro- 
duged he remained the idol of eve olfer. 

In recent years ill health compelled him to 
take a back seat in competitive golf, but he 
never lost that beautiful rhythm of swing 
which has delighted millions of golfers. 
When Bobby Jones and Walter Hagen came 
into prominence, great as these Americans 
were, they never reached the i which 
Vardon attained, The Vardon swing has 
been the model for golfers all over the world, 
and the Vardon overlapping grip has been 
adopted by millions. 

In the years when ‘“‘the great trum- 
virate’’—Braid, Vardon and ‘laylor—ruled 
the game, Vardon, with his smooth, stylish 
swing and his ‘“V" grip, was the 
acklowledged master, His record of six 
victories in the NS ae championship—three 
with the guttie ball—stands as a monument 
to his eapertentty. 

News of his brother Tom’s success in an 
open tournament at Musselburgh caused 

ardon to consider the poasibilities of a 
career as professional golfer, and, through 
'Tom's influence, he secured a post at a niue 
holes’ course which Tom laid out on Lord 
Ripon’s Yorkshire estate. In 1895 he made 
his first appearance in the Open championship 
with J. W Taylor. “Taylor won the cham- 

ionship in and 1895, but Vardon scored 
bis first victory, after a tie with Taylor, in 
1896 at Muirfield, where old Tom Morris, 
four times winner of the title in the ‘sixties, 
made his last championship appearance. The 
rivalry between Vardon and Taylor lasted 
thirty years, Vardon winning the 1934 cham. 
pionship with Taylor as the runner-up, when 
each was striving for a sixth triumph, 

Before he became Open champion Vardon 
went to Ganton, where he remained until 
early in 1905, when he left Yorkshire for 
Totterridge to become professional to the 
South Herts Club. There Vardon remained 
from 1993 until his death. 

In addition to his Open Championship 
successes, Vardon won the American Open 
Championship in 1900, played for England 
against and in ten matches, and “ee 
sented Great Britain against America in 1921. 
He took part in many great money matches, 
one of hia outstanding successes being his 
defeat of Willie Park, the world’s greatest 

utter, in a 72 holes match over the North } 

rwick and Ganton courses in 1899. 

Vardon’s favourite club was the now 
obsolete cleek, which he used with consummate 
akill, and at the height of his golfing power 
he was practically unbeatable, going from 
course to course all over the country and 
winning his matches with ease. Although he 
had few equals in the accuracy of his shots, 
and played thousands of rounds, he only once 
had a “'hole in one’’—at Mundesley, Norfolk. 

Mr. John Ball, eight times amateur cham- 
pion, and winner of the in 1890, speak- 
ing from his farm at Holywell, Flint, said: 
“Í am very sorry to hear this sad news.
